Iron Sides and Wbodon Walla, 
lo the last numbec of the Quarterly Review 
we fiad a ve^ interesting article upon tha 
subject , of -maritime fighting;., which, al- 
though rather lengthy, we give entire : 

In the old wars, in the beginning of thi.s 
■century, the only missiles useii by ships 
against one anolhur in action were solid shut 
«f various calibres, and w-- all know what 
tons of these struck or passed through the 
aides of a ship withuut her being ilestroyeil 
or evsn severely diinia;;ed. If ships should 
now consent to confine themselves to the 
«olid shot, even though they were GS poiind- 
ors,.or 10-inch hollow shot, there would be 
no causa for anxiety. The greater siantiing 
and improved oooslruction of modern ships 
are a match for even these. What is really 
to be feared is the use of shells. Of these, 
fourclas.ies may now he said to be employed 
in the Navy : — First, the ordinary concussion 
shell. This is one ol tha ordinary construc- 
tion ; but, instead of a fuse, it lias a striker 
inside, which, being released the moment 
the shell comes in contact with nny obstacle, 
such as a ship's side, strikes a percussion- 
cap, ami causes the shell to burst either in 
the side or between the decks, tearing up 
everything in its neighborhood, throwing 
splinters about and knocking over guns and 
men in every direction, as if a mine had ex- 
ploded on the spot. More dangerous than 
€ven this, however, is a carcass filled with 
molten iron. On penetrating a ship's side 
the intense heat of the fused iron within 
softens the carcass or shell, and it breaks 
like a rotten pear. The molten iron thus 
released runs down between the limbers of 
the framing, scatters itself between decks, 
and wherever it penetrates sots tire to and 
destroys everything it comes ia cuiitaet 
with. A third class is a carcass with live 
or six holes in it, filled with a combustible 
composition similar to fuse-composition, 
which, when ignited by the chargeuf powder 
which propels it from the gun, burns liercely 
from every hole, emitting u ilame which 
water will not (juench. A fourth is Ncirlmi's 
shell, filled with a liquid, which, on being 
set on lire in the act of striking a shi|),buiii6 
with a lierceiies.s tli;it iiolhiiiy (•iiu e.vlin;;- 
uisli, and is itself sullicieiil to set any ship 
on lire. All tlieso shells (and there ere 
othor.t as ile.structive, though not so gener- 
ally known) can be fired as easily and with 
as much preeUion as round shot ; and if we 
consider that a wooden ship is wholly com- 
posed of the rnoHt infiamniablo materials, 
either seasoned oak, or teak full of oil, or 
fir full of resin, il will bo easily understood 
why an experienced naval officer,from whom 
wa have borrowed the above ciassificalion, 
should exclaim, " For God's sake keep out 
the shells !" There i.^ no (irst-class frijjalo 
or iine-of-battle ship which cannot deliver 
twenly-livo or tkirty such shells in a minute; 
and even then itrongest advocates of wooden 
ships cannot deny that that number striking 
the side of any vessel in the Navy would 
place her Aorj ac<:om6a(. Hersidca would bo 
lorn out, she would bo on firo in tialf-a-doz- 
cn places, her between-docks would bo ao 
filled with smoke from the explosions that 
men could not live below, and, if ih a m- 
Wfiy, she probably would sink from the 
damage done lo her hull. In fact, the lirst 
half-dozen shells planted in a wooden hliip's 
side settle Uio fate of the action. It is not 
now a question of skill, or courage, or endu- 
rance, but as completely a matter of chance 
at a modern duel with [liatols. An action 
will be an nfluir gf iiiinutca, and the only 
oaeslion will bo. who eun haul down his 
llag fastest? Tlio dostiuclion oi one ur 
both vessttis is uurlaiii, although it is ini- 
cetlain to which it may soonest liappon to 
bo burnt or sunk. If, on the other hand, two 
iroii-plated frigates meet ouch other at sea, 
the action will jiractically be cxlri'iiiely 
Hiinilar in its icfull lo one in the olden 
lime. Shell-liritig will ho of liiilu or no 
;^ie,>but ibe two imaU will hamraor aw.iy 
at each other with (hoir heaviest solid-shot 
guns. If !i piato is struck twice at or near 
the Name place, it may hii <'.riicki;d : i( three 
time.i, it iiiiiy bu Hpliiitemd ; il four limes — 
judging fioni the resull of the exporiinenls 
on tho Trusty-aii entrance jnay-to uho Cap- 
tain Haliiicd'H wordti— bo ell'octed ; but the 
ohniieuH urea hundred to ono iigainBl tliiij 
happuainj^ in actual warlurc, and lUu action

fa^or of the best gunnery and the beat aea- 
nien? If^howeSreiy*:wei*'eould imagine our 
finest frigate such as the Mersey, meeting 
the Gloire, or any iron-plated vessel,, as her 
shell-guns would be of no use, she would bo 
reduced to trying to crauk her opponent's 
plates with her heaviest solid shot, while 
the iron vessel, firing nothing but shells, 
must certainly set her on lire, or tear her 
sides out, and either bloW;;her up or sink 
her in three, four, or five minutes, if in close 
action, and probably without sustaining 
any damage to her own armor, whicti would 
at all injure her powers of sailing or fighting. 
The same fate would even more certainly 
await one of ournoble liners. Beyond two 
or three hundred yards, her heavy-shot 
guns would confesssedly have no ellect on 
tha iron plates; while at a thou-'sand yards, 
or any less distance, concussion shells would 
be as effectual as at shorter ranges ; and, 
considering the size of the target, no iron- 
plated frigate would aver allow hor wooden 
opponent to come within elleotive range of 
her, but, even if possessing lels speed, would 
certainly destroy her before she came to 
close quarters.

The Laud_ Question, 
Tho announcement a few days ago, thut 
a proclamation wouKI be issued to put the 
pricfi of laud dowu to one iloUar an acre, set 
every one on tlin q'-ii viv(. ll w;is hur.y.ed 
about ill every direotion. Evory i.'.ler was 
liiriiiug liiinsolf into an agi icultinalist ; and 
men who never before thought of c.vplorin^' 
our ayi'ieuitnral lands were huJiting up 
inai).S| inquiring about the trails into the in- 
terior, where canoes could go, and where 
the/ could not go. VVo concluded that a 
new era had been staftod in forming settle- 
meals, and almost teRretted that registra- 
tion was not deferred, to allow the organi- 
zation of new representative districts. But 
whilst we were congratulating ourselves 
upon the success of Major Foster's land ad- 
dress to the Qneon, and pitying the failure 
of the governmental dodge to rob liirn of his 
merited hoiiors,the publie ouce more relapsed 
into its former inactivity, beeause no procla- 
mation was forthcoming. Where is the pro- 
claniation 1 Why is it not published ? What 
are to he the conilitions under which the 
land will be sold ? Ko answer could be 
given to these questions. No wonder thorc- 
fora people feel disgusted at the dilly-dally- 
ing of the government on tho land question. 
A matter I hat ought to bo settled in half a 
day occupies months. Men who would 
settle down in our back country and create 
a market at our doors for our traders, are 
thus induced to change their designs and 
go tB Cariboo, or leave tho country. Thus 
another year is to bo wasted without due 
advantage being taken of our circumstances. 
Who, we ask, is willing to waste time week 
after week, and month after month, till the 
season is too far advanced to commenciJ 
farming this year with any hopes of a return 
crop? No one. And yet such cannot but 
be the inevitable result of the promise and 
do-nothing policy we are cursed with. 
Every monthly report of import.s, shows that 

^. agricultural products we 

are placed under tnuuto i« v»ii8uiiifii«i. 
Terii|ory, Oregon and California, and even 
toHlie Sandwich Islands. Tons and tens of 
hay are imported, when wa have one of the 
.best.. hay growing countries on the Pacific 
coast. Potatoes, onions, turnips, cabbage, 
fruit, barley, hops, ami many other agricul- 
tural commodilios, wo buy instead of rais- 
tng them in abundance on our soil. Who 
can be to blama for sucli a policy? To 
whose account shall wu aliarge tho lo.^ses 
thusentailed on the country ? Can it bo to 
anyone except to those who have unfortu- 
nately been permitied to control the policy 
ot' .iiir i^nviMiiin.'iit ( Valuable time is now 
lo.-t ilin.ii^li ki";pni;^ back a proclamation; 
and this ke.;ping back of the proclamation, 
ki'i'ps tiack the country. 

It appears a disposition rriilly e.xists not 
Id iillow our laniLs to be .sold, occupied, or 
]in;i;"vc,l. The land petitions sent in to 
Cov,' innent in l8o9 wsre not forwaided to 
Ih).vi.i;i;; Street with a recommendation till 
a "taiul row occurred about ihem. The old 
Obstructive price of live dollars an acre 
was conseriuently kept up till lately or till 
the prtsent ; and now the reduction is vir- 
tually postponed. We put the question, 
how will his Grace the Duke of Newcastle, 
like the dilly-dally policy pursued here f 
Ib it not bringing his adininislration into 
disrepute? And if his .!i<patnliea on the 
land question were withheld ; and dis- 
patches in answer to a public address to 
the Queen, too, will he hold the withhohler 
guiltlessi If we know on^^lit of Dowuini,' 
street, its eyes are not k.i blind lo tlnri;;8 
hero as somn may iina;,'ine. Nor aro the 
pettifogging tricks of tho government ou tho 
land question here likely to be forgotten 
eithet.
